issued 
by F. W. Gist, agricultural statistic­ 
ian, as of the first of April.

to be 88 per cent of normal, compared 
with 79 last year and a ten-year aver­ 
age of 87. The acreage sown 
last 
fall in this state was very much less 
than for the past few years, amount­ 
ing to only 56,000. The indicated yield 
is 11 bushels per acre, which 
would 
give a total of 606.000 bushels, com­ 
pared with 653,000 
year. 
Grow­ 
ing weather through * the

months has «been quite favorable to
